Indian Mound 

It Excavated 

Bj Archaeologists 

It took a thousand Indians five 
years to build . . but it took only 
30 WPA workers a year to tear down 
the largest earth mound known to 
exist in Kentucky 

Excavation of the mound, located 
two miles from Mt Sterling was 
recently completed by WPA labor 
under the direction of members of 
the University Department of Ar- 
chaeology Mt. Sterling took its 
nana from the mound which was 
oripmallv known as Sterlings 
Mound 

Thirty-one feet high and one 
hundred-eighty feet in diameter, the 
mound was on the highest point 
in Montgomery county. Authorities 
estimate that a thousand Indians 
worked for over five years to build 
the mound Using an average of 30 
workers a day. with modern tools, 
it took the department of arachae- 
nlogy a year to excavate the mound 

The prehistoric Indians buried in 
the mound belong to the Adena 
culture Nothing is known of their 
linguistic connections. 

Nineteen log tombs were found in 
the mound Of these. 13 were 
double, some containing the bones
